A staff writer for the Advertising

ber of that publication. No names 
are given in tbe article, but every 
Doshoctonian will at once recognize 
the w.-iter's description of the found- 
er of tbe business and tbe birthplace 
}l tbe whole industry—the job room of 
TILE AGK office, then owned by J. F. 
Meek, wno gave up editorial work as 
the advertising business demanded 
his undivided atlenton. and who is 
today president of tbe Meek & Beach 
company, operating tbe largest indus- 
try of its kiud in tbe world, coveiing 
a door space of six acres and giving 
>rofttable employment to many hun- 
dreds of opera .ives. 


Under tbe caption -'A Busy Town, 


Which Owes Its Prosperity to the 
Gospel of Advertising," tbe World 
writer says: 


"Some years ago—ten or a dozen, 


perhaps—a man owned a newspaper, 
with a job room appendage, in an Ohio 


of 4,000 or 4,500 people. In ad- 


iition to tbe printing plant the man 
wned a long, level head, which he 
requently employed for the purpose 
f tnmking. 


'One of his ideas was that it would 


je a good tniog to keep the one job 
ress going a little more steadily than 


was its wont. The job press used to 
e pretty busy intermittently; but 
hose periods of intense, infc-consum- 


activity alternated with large 


eriods when there was so little doing 
hat tbe rollers got mouldy. 
'•Not to attempt to go into details, 
is sufficient to say that the man hit 
pon the idea of printing advertising 
ovelties of various sorts. The idea 


turned out to be not only practicable 
but profitable: not only profitable but 
apparently capable of indefinite ex- 
pansion. 


"Thus humbly began tbe career of 
Coshocton, Ohio, as a center of the 
production of advertising novelties. 
What Willimantic is to thread, Ro- 
chester to shoes, and Battle Creek to 
breakfast foods, that much and more 
Cesbocton is to advertising novelties. 
The original job department siKfrtiy 
outgrew the parent newspaper plant— 
moved into a building jjy itself—then 
built a factory—then a larger one, and 
soon, and long since severed and dis- 
claimed all connection with the mod- 
est couutry weekly—which has now 
become a dally, by the way. 
"From the first 'Novelty Company,' 


or whatever its name was, there have 
been offshoots from time to time. It 
seems that some bright, man among 
the working force of the plant would 
invent or discover something new in 
the line of •advertising novelties,' or 
invent or discover a new and better 
way of producing some of the standard 
articles then being produced. Then 
he would immediately branch out for 
himself and in an amazingly short 
time have a big busy plant in succes- 
ful operation. Sometimes these off- 
shoots combined; sometimes they, 
in turn, became 
the 
parents of 
other offshoots and so on. 
Men 


there be in the town who can trace 
the growth and development of the 
industry and all its intricacies; but 
these things do not interest the casu- 
al looker-on so much as does the pres- 
ent actual situation. 


The livtle--side line" has become 
the chief industry of a town of near- 
ly 10,000 people; in fact it was told me 
that nearly 90 per cent of the popula- 
tion was supported directly or indi- 
rectly by tbe various concerns engag- 
ed in the manufacture of advertising 
and premium goods.

He sat therein bis shirt 
sleeves and spoke denrecatingly of the 
extent of his business; be hadn't teen 
running yery long, but did a fair lit Lie 
business—perhaps two hundred tbou 
sand dollars a year! This is a town of 
8,000 or so, and his plant one of half a 
dozen or more. 
It may be that I have not adhered 
strictly to accurate chronology aiid 
literalness in the details of my story, 
but in the main it is correct; and the 
conditions therein described seem des- 
tined to continue the development of 
the industry to dimensions impossible 
to predict. Cbsbocton has the "start" 
of all the rest of the world—?nd she'll 
keep ahead.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 17.—The ex- 


ecutive boards of the three anthracite 
districts of the United Mine Workers 
of America, in joint, session, here, 
unanimously decided to recommend tc 
& delegate convention of striking mia- 
ers the acceptance of the arbitration 
proposition submitted by tie presi- 
dent of the United States, and it is 
reasonably certain that the advice 
•will be followed and the great strug- 
gle brought to a close. The conven- 
tion will be convened in this city 
Monday morning, and it is the hope 
and the belief of the officers of the 
union that the mining of coal will be 
resumed before the close of next 
week, after a suspension of more than 
flve months. The citizens of the en- 
tire region are much elated that the 
strife is almost over, because business j

Tens of thousands of coal 
cars are in the regions ready for load- 
ing, and extra efforts will be made in 
moving them io the large distributing 
centers once mining is resumed. It 
is estimated that more than 200 of the 
350 collieries •will be in operation by 
the end of next week, and will pro- 
duce enough coal to relieve the situa- 
tion. An authority in coal mining 
said that the coal companies, as a re- 
sult of the strike, are 30,000.000 tons 
behind.
